During the course o r uie conversation 
reference was made to Ambassador Messersmith's alleged statement and the 
publicity given to it. William Wieland declared that he had conferred with 
an American journalist who had attended the American Legion gathering in Buenos 
Aires and that this journalist had advised that Messersmith categorically made 
the statement that war between the United States and Russia was inevitable. 
Wieland then declared that such a statement coming frca Messersmith was nqt 
surprising since it fitted into the Ambassador's political line. . ... 

Wieland stated that in his opinion the writer of the story undoubtedly 
desired to cover his identity and that the employment of such a technique was 
a common one among journalists who promoted the printing of questionable material. 


Inasmuch as it is known that Redmont was In ‘ contact with Wielax&^ 
after the subject attended the American Legion gathering in Buenos Aires ^ it is 
believed that Redmont is the journalist who was referred to by Wieland. 

Redmont apparently took Wieland into his confidence on this matter, thus

GOLOS and OVAKIMIAN then left the cafeteria and it was 
observed that GOLOS had a folded paper containing some other material. They 
then proceeded by taxicab to the Governor Clinton Hotel, 31st Street and 7th 
Avenue, where GOLOS was observed to give OVAKIMIAN the folded newspaper.

)4, 1941, was employed by the United China Belief, Noon 716, 1790 Broadway, 
JNew York City. [This individual is believed identical with PETE R CHH ISTOPHlgt 
TBHODES. who is mentioned in Confidential Informant GREGORY * S s tatement of 
November 30, 1945TJ and who was observed by Bureau agents in* the company of 
JOSEPH B. /GREGG, one of the principal subjects in this investigation. 

On February 17, 1941 OVAKIMIAN was observed leaving the Russian 
Consulate and proceeding by taxicab to Schraffts Restaurant, 62 West 23rd 
Street, New York Ciiy, where he met GOLOS. Both persons were observed with 
packages upon their entering the restaurant and when they left it was the 
opinion of one of the surveilling agents that GOLOS did not have any package 
in his possession. OVAKIMIAN and GOLOS then proceeded to the comer of West 
23rd Street and 6th Avenue , where they parted.

On ^pril 15, 1941 GOIOS was observed leaving 1123 Broadway, the 
address of WORLD TOURISTS INC. airi entering II34 Broadway, which is the address 
of the D. S # Service andShipping Corporation. He was carrying some papers at 
this time and, as a matter of fact, made several trips between the two above | 
mentioned addresses during this day. There does not appear to be any signifi- 
cance, however, to his travel between the offices of Wbrld A ourists Inc. and 
TJ. S. Service and ^hipping Corporation inasmuch as GOLOS was running the 
affairs of **orld Tourists and was also interested in the operations of the 
U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation. There is no indication that his visits 
between these two offices were for any other purpose than to carry on the 
legitimate business of these two firms.

On September 3* 1941 GOLDS was observed at approximately 11*25 AH 
leaving his office, and he proceeded directly to Communist Party Headquarters 
at 35 East 12th Street. At 12:55 PM GOLOS returned to his office, and at 
1*45 PM he was observed leaving, accompanied by an unknown individual, and 
they proceeded by bus and subway to 107 West 86 th Street, where both immediately 
entered. Because of surveillance difficulties and the short time that this 
individual was under surveillance, a details d description was not obtained. 
However, he was described as 45 years of age; 5*9"; 160 lbs.; dark brown hair; 
dark, rough complexion. He was attired in gray trousers, a black coat, and a 
black felt hat. 

On September 12, 1941 GOLOS, at approxioately 3*15 PM, was observed 
leaving his office and he proceeded directly to 35 East 12th Street, Communist 
Party Headquarters in Hew York City. He was next obse rved at 7*05 PM this 
date leaving his office, and it is not known just how long he remained at 
Communist Party Headquarters on this date. 


On September 18, 1941 GOLDS, accompanied by an unknown individual, 
left the office of World Tourists, Inc. at 4 PM, where both boarded a south- 
bound bus, on 7 th ^venue. The unknown individual left the bus at the corner 
of Broadway and ffanamaker Place, where he walked immediately to 64 East 7 th 
Street, and entered the office of the BGSSK^SQpDS. He was not seen there- 
after and his identity is unknown. He is described, however, as age 50; 
height 5 f 6 n ; weight 165 lbs.; build medium, heavy; narrow shoulders; broad 
hips; bushy gray hair; nose almost flat across the bridge; large ears; dressed 
in a black suit and not wearing a hat. 

The surveillance on GOLDS was discontinued on September 23, 1941. 


It is to be noted that GIArafrAKIMIAN was arrested by agents of the 
Hew York Field Office on May 5 , 1941 an^ he departed from the United States 
at San Francisco on July 23 , 1941 aboard the Russian steamship KIM. It is 
interesting to note that subsequent to OVAKIMIAN'S arrest the spot checks on 
OVAKIMIAN and the rather consistent surveillance on GOLOS failed to indicate 
that these individuals met at any time after OVAKIMIAN *S arrest.

r During the time that GOLOS was urder surveillance he was observed 

on numerous occasions to go to the residence of Confidential Informant GREGORY 
at 58 Barrow Street, New York xty, and he was, as previously reported, ob- 
served practically daily going to the offices of the U. S. Service and Shipping 
(Corporation during which time the informant was employed by this company. 

Surveillances were maintained on Confidential Informant GREGORY over 
a period from May 23rd to ugust 20, 1941. These surveillances are not being 
set out in detail inasmuch as there was nothing pertinent during this sur- 
veillance which would be beneficial to this investigation, ^he surveillance 
reflected that she spent practically all of her time at the office of the U.S. 
Service and Shipping Corporation and her residence at 58 Barrow Street. She 
was observed on numerous occasions to be in the company of JACOB N. GOLOS, but 
no other individuals who would be possible suspects or corroborative witnesses* 


With reference to Stostion Number 8, a review of the mail covers 
has been made and Informant GREGORY has been interviewed concerning these 
covers. However, the complete result of this particular project will be made 
the subject matter of a subsequent letter. 


With particular reference to the s econd part of Question Number 21, 
in Bureau letter dated December 30, 1946 .and Bureau letter to New York dated 
January 16, 1947 conoerning H^rS^I0Bc96HSLOFF, the following information wi 
developed in conversations with Informant GREGORY! 
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It is he r reco llection that a^the time of the first meeting in the 
apt. .jnt of JOHN J^ABT in New York City in the early part of 1944, MAGDOFF

had not yet actually returned to his duties in Washington and was still con- 
valescing from his illness; further, that because of his not having resumed 
his work he was unable specifically to advise the group as to exactly what 
information he might be able to supply because he did not know the particular 
duties to which he would be assigned at the KPB. It is GREGORY'S further 
recollection that MAGDOFF explained that due to his still precarious health 
he would probably be on a part-time basis, st least would not be in such 
physical condition as to warrant strenuous exertion, and he pointed out to 
J the group that his health might retard his activities, at least for a while. lc 

Careful questioning of GREGORY brought out that it is her recollec- 
tion that MAGDOFF never was able to furnish much information of value, in 
fact passed on only a couple of items of information which w ere so inconse- 
quential that they made no lasting impression on GREGORY. ^ 

Concerning the date on which this meeting at the ABT apartment was 
held, it would appear that this occasion took place on either February 27 1 
1944 or March 5 t 1944. probably the latter. GREGORY pointed out that she 
definitely recalls that the meeting did occur on Sunday, that it was raining 
probably at 2 or 2:30 PM inasmuch as she left her Greenwich Village residence 
st 1:30 in order to arrive at the scheduled hour, and also that it was raining 
fairly hard when she arrived at the ABT apartment, but when the meeting dis- 
banded around 5 PM she recalls the weather had cleared. If 


Examination of the Monthly Meteorological *ummaxy of the U. S, 
Department of Commerce, Veather Bureau, New York City, for *ebxuaxy and 
March, 1944 discloses the following: 

Februaxy 20, 1944 - No precipitation 

Februaxy 27, 1944 - Precipitation (Rain) beginning 3:30 PM, ending 
5t30 PM (mean temperature 35 degrees) 

March 5, 1944 - No precipitation

It would appear therefore from information supplied by GREGORY and 
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on which this meeting was held. 


Pursuant to the suggestion in Bureau letter dated January 16, 1947 
that office files be reviewed to determine if any corroborative information 
pertaining to the dt e of this meeting might be contained therein, a review 
of the case file on JOHN J. ABT (New York File 100-54965) was made, and it 
was determined therefrom that ABT was not under physical surveillance during 
this period and farther that technical coverage of his residence was maintained 
only from April 28, 1944 to July 8, 1946. This file review was likewise nega- 
tive in other respects. 

Concer ning t he subject matter of Question Number 22, GREGORY explained 
that when MAURICE^aiPERIN began functioning for her organisation he had appar- 
ently unlimited access to what she describes as daily cdied intelligence sum- 
maries compiled by the State Department. She declared that on the occasion 
of her bi-weekly visits to Washington HALPERIN would have a two-weeks accumula- 
tion of such summaries and sometimes would turn them over physically to her, 
while at other times he would perhaps clip out a pertinent paragraph or two 
and hand it over to her. She does recall specifically that at least on some 
occasions HALFGRIN did turn over the actual summary for a particular day and 
that it did not have to be returned to him. It is her recollection that as 
security measures were tightened HAIPERXN no longer had such a free hand with 
these intelligence summaries, although he could still read them, and he conse- 
quently adopted the practice of personally typing digests of such information 
as be thought of interest. Her meetings with him were at his residence and 
'^Jin this connection she stated definitely that during the period of her visits 
rith him HALPERDPS wife became fully aware of the activities being carried on 
[between her husband and GREGORY. lc 
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In describing the information made available to her by hTUARD Z. 7^ 
GREGORY reiterated her statements that PARK was an inconsequential 
figure, that it was her impression that he had been employed in the Library 
Branch or something equivalent thereto in O.S.S. and had never supplied any- 
thing except newspaper clippings. She said it soon became obvious that 
PARKIS contributions were worthless and that nothing could be expected of him, 
and 8 he again mentioned that personally PARK was a rather weak character, ^ 

given to excessive drinking and extra-marital activities.

In response to Question Number 23 GREGORY stated that she had never 
mst GEOffiEy^SJ^AZICH, but did state that whatever information he was able to 
obtain was through his official position with UNRRA. She further stated that <{ 
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®H- of bis information was in connection with Yugoslavian matters* and she re- 
called specifically that on one occasion he had furnished a written report 
dealing with the Yugoslr^n situation. This* accordi ng trr her, new pr^qbU y 1 
ayPNRR A do cu ment * tut she could not recall exactly which agency prepared this 
wudy. In addition to the above mentioned report on the Yugoslavian situation 
/he data supplied by FERAZICH would seem to have been given orally by him to 
as GREGORY recalls receiving no writings* except this report* and is 
definite that everything attributable to FERAZICH came to her via PEHLO.h

In answer to Question Number 31 concerning MICHAE5X3REENBERG. Inform- 
ant GREGORY advised that at the time when ICLORE^PRICE was wording for the 
China Aid Council they had lunch with JACOB GOLOS on several occasions. On 
one of these occasions GOLOS informed MILDRED PRICE that MICHAEL GREENBERG 
would probably be an individual who should be cultivated. GREGORY stated that 
in the fall of 1943 MILDRED PRICE was in Washington and saw GREENBERG. On the 
occasion of this meeting she informed him that whatever information he had 
should be turned over to her sister MAEY^MCE, who was then living in Nashiim- 
ton* D.C. Ik-iaJ>o be n oted that 10X0RED f through he r Intere s t jp Chinese 
I affairs* had became acqu ainted~with GRH^ER G before her sister MARY made his 

acqua intance . GREGORY r ecalled that" GREENBERG saw MART PRICE in Washington 

and _aleo in Mew York on abou t J or 4 ~bccasi6n s * and on the oocasion of these 
meetingsji e turned over to her in formation concent China that he, in turn 
had_ob^inad _in connection with his duties as ah Assistant to T-A TT ^ ^ - i W > 1 n w r?TR 
Such information was supplied to MARY PRICE orally and she would reduce it to* 
typewritten notes or memoranda which she would then turn over to GREGORY. 

GREGORY stated that neither she nor GOLOS considered GREENBERG a contact *of 
any import and does not recall receiving any other information from him other 
than that set forth above. 

Concerning Questions Numbers 32 and 35* it was developed that 
GREGORY met JOSEPH B.^GREGG for the first time either in the late fall of 1942 
or the early part of 194 3, the occasion being when she and GOLOS were having 
dinner in a <nilds Restaurant on West 34th Street in New York City end GREGG 
was present* She does recall that this initial meeting occurred seme 
after GREGG had gone to Washington and secured a post with tee C.I.A.A. ^ 

The matter of GREGG'S receiving a leica camera from GOLOS was again 
discussed with GREGORY and her definite recollection is that some time after 
the above mentioned meeting in Childs Restaurant GOLOS informed her that he 
wanted to give GREGG a leica camera! further that at about this tl mft she ^ 
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proceeded, at Me Instructions, to purchase a leiea camera from a photographic 
establishment on West 32nd Street in New York ^ity, turn such camera over to 
GOLOS, and she presumes it was the same one that GO LOS later gave GHBGG. She 
(made this purchase by cash, obtain 
the sales clerk* She declared that she 
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'camera was handed over to GREGG and accordingly has no personal knowledge of 
such transfer, but in later conversations with GOLOS he told her that he had 
supplied GREGG with a leica camera , and she recalls in addition that QKEQOT* 
in fact, was using one because his photographic to rk was very poor . &he does 
not, however, recall ever having seen GREGG carrying the cameraT'if 

When questioned as to the basis for her assertion that WILLIAM CHERRY 
was furnishing information to her group, G REGORY declared that although 
she never personally met him she learned from the^UVSHMASTERS that TAYLOR 
had been placed in the Treasury Department by HARRY TTFXTEl ftWHITE. and when 
she first heard of him TAYLOR was stationed i n ^hina for~the Treasury Depart- 
ment. She further declared that TAYLOR supplied to WHITE in letter form while 
abroad considerable facts and his observations on the Chinese situation, par- 
ticularly as it related to economic and financial matters. With respect to 
the form in which TAYLOR'S information was when it reached GREGORY, she ex- 
plained that when the SILVERMASTERS turned over to her numerous rolls of film 
that each roll was accompanied by a table of contents indicating briefly the 
source and lype of information on the various negatives in that particular roll 
of film. She recalls specifically that when she observed one of the table of 
contents she received from the SILVERMASTERS that there was a notation that 
the films, among other things, contained information regarding the Chinese 
situation, as supplied by TAYLOR. She further stated that she never met IAY- . 
LOR, but did learn that when TAYLOR was abroadL for the Treasury Department hs 
sent all of his information directly to HARRY*V?HITE. who in turn would pass 
it on to the SILVERMASTERS. She further stated, however, that when TAYLOR was 
in the United States he dealt directly with the SILVERMASTERS and turned over 
to them whatever information he was able to obtain. It was her further 
recollection that TAYLOR spent some time in Lisbon, Portugal for the Treasury 
Department and likewise kept WHITE cognisant of activities there so far as 
he could observe them. 


Concerning Question Number 36 and the desire of the Department to 
secure all possible physical data which might tend to corroborate GREGORY'S 
statements concerning her visits and activities with various subjects in this I 
ease, this matter was discussed at length with her and the extreme desirability 
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this matter considerable thought and to attempt to. list approximate datesasd 
places and any other relevant details she can recall which will assist in 
substantiating her declarations as to her respective meetings with the various 
persons previously named by her. At the time of dictation of instant letter 
she has not completed her efforts in this regard, but the results thereof will 
be secured and forwarded to the Bureau at an early date. 

At the time that M r . MC INERNEI was in the New fork Field Office he 
was particularly anxious to cbvelop any independent information available con- 
cerning the meeting set forth in infozmant's statement of November 30, 1945 
that was held at the home of FREDERICK VANiy.RRTT.^jj TET,n in New York City. In 
connection with this meeting it is to be noted that*&n-A p r ii ig. 1QA5 a enr- 
veillance of FREDERICK FIELD'S residence at 16 Vest 12 th Street, *ew York City, 
was instituted for the purpose of determining whether FIELD was going to leave 
New York City for San Francisco to attend the United Nations Conference. Spe- 
cial Agents RICHARD H. S ENTER, ROBERT 0. BOES, and JOSEPH P. GARVEY were in 
the vicinity of FIELD'S home on this surveillance on April 18, 1945. At 2 Pit 
on this date EARl>HBR3fiTER, who w as known to the agents, was observed entering 
the premises at 16> Vest 12th Street, New York City, and at about 2jl5 PM two 
unidentified women and an Army Major entered FIELD'S home. The Major was 
noted to be wearing the insignia of the Second Service Command, Finance divi- 
sion, and was described as approximately 45 to 50 years of age, 5 'll" in 
height, weighing 175 lbs., brown hair, and it was noted that he had an aqoiline 
nose. At 4*10 PM on this date EARL BROWDER was observed to leave the premises 
at 16 Vest 12th Street, and a few minutes later was followed by the Any 
Major and the two unidentified women. It was subsequently determined that 
FIEXD himself was not in his residence during the time that the above men- 
tioned people were in his home.

As a result of a technical survelllance^n the residence of FREDERICK 
FIELD it was determined that on April 19, 1945 he received a telephone call 
from BARBARJ^SUTRCfV (phonetic) at 5*45 FM, at which time he told this woman 
that he was leaving very shortly to catch a train and that he would be 
attending the United Nations Conference in San Francisco and would be gone 
for a considerable period of time. It would appear, therefore, that the sur- 
veillance by the above mentioned agents would substantiate the lhct that this 
meeting actually was held in the home of FREDERICK FIELD on April 18, 1945 
and that the two unidentified women were Informant GREGORY and Rta&ELSON. 

It is to be noted that at the present time Informant GREGORY is 
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involved in a dispute with JOHN H ^REYNOLDS, President of the U. 8.' Service 
«nd Shipping Corporation over the natter of severance pay which he allegedly 
promised her in 1946. Without going inWf the details of this controversy in 
thi s lett e r it is suffici e nt to say that KEYHOLE S is, a ^ ' 


version, attempting to avoid payment to her of the- sum of $10,000 promised 
by his attorney and is now offering to pay only $2,800. This late develop- 
ment has upset her to a great extent and has made her hi gh ly nervous, and for 
that reason contact with her has been lately devoted almost exclusively to 
her personal affairs rather than to matters such as the subject of 
letter.
